The  Rileys,  now  serving  in  Lynch  as 
North  American  Mission  Board  mission¬ 
aries,  have  seen  the  opening  of  a  food 
pantry  aixl  clothes  do^  and  have  led 
in  su»  ministries  as  home  repair  aixi 
adxxil  assistance. 

They’ve  also  seen  an  influx  of  mission 
teams  and  monctory  contributiotis  that 
have  hdped  revitalize  the  town.

When  told  of  the  lawsuit,  the  mom  re¬ 
plied,  *I  am  done  with  old  Bernard.  He 
can  go  out  and  get  a  job,  but  is  not 


us  for.’  uiwsuits  lii»  ignorance  seem  to 
have  no  bounds  whatsoever.
